User Instructions 


EPUB is an electronic publishing system maintained by the Energy information Administration of the U.S. Department of Energy. 
EPUB allows the general public to electronically access selected energy data from many of ElA’s statistical reports. The system is 
a menu-driven, bulletin board type system with extensive online help capabilities that can be accessed free of charge 24 hours a day 
by using a terminal or PC with an asynchronous modem. (EPUB will be taken down briefly at midnight for backup.) 


CONFIGURING YOUR PC SOFTWARE 

PC users must provide the following information to their communications software in order to successfully access the EPUB system.

Summary 


This Weekly Coal Production report contains U.S. coal 
production estimates for the week ended January 9, 
1992; December 1992 coal production estimates by 
State; and a summary of 1992 preliminary coal produc- 
:ion estimates, by month for each coal-producing State. 
Revisions to monthly State coal production data for 
;he third quarter of 1992 are reflected in the summary 
ables. 

J.S. coal production in the week ended January 9, 
1993, as estimated by the Energy Information Admin- 
stration from railroad car loadings, totaled 18 million 
ihort tons. This was 27 percent more than in the pre- 
vious week, but 7 percent lower than in the comparable 
veek in 1992. Production east of the Mississippi River 
otaled 11 million short tons, and production west of 
he Mississippi River totaled 7 million short tons.

Joal production in 1992, as estimated by the Energy 
nformation Administration, totaled 994 million short

tons, 2 million short tons less than the amount produced 
in 1991. For the fifth consecutive year, Wyoming was 
the top coal-producing State. West Virginia continued 
to be the second-largest coal producer, followed by 
Kentucky. 

Compared with 1991, coal production east of the Mis- 
sissippi River was down by about 3 million short tons. 
West Virginia accounted for the largest decrease in 
eastern coal production, 2 million short tons, while 
coal production in Virginia rose by nearly 3 million 
short tons. All other eastern States, except Kentucky 
and Pennsylvania, experienced a slight decline in pro- 
duction in 1992. 

Coal production west of the Mississippi River reached 
a record level of 406 million short tons, which was 
about 2 million short tons above the 1991 level. New 
Mexico accounted for the largest increase in western 
coal production, 3 million short tons, which offset the 
nearly 3-million-short-ton decline in Wyoming coal 
production.
